AN ORDINANCE 


Authorizing the issue of tlwty tJumvtnd 


dollars ($30,000) of bonds of the city of 
Decatur, Illinois, denominated "Public 
Improvement aiul Funding BonM," un 
der the provisions ofthe city that ter ofiaid 
city and the constitution of the State o) 
Illinois, limiting citi'i in the cjeation of 
indebtedness, Article n. , Sec 13, approv 
ed and adopted by thf people of smd State 
of lttmns, July 3d, 1870 
Whereas, a constitution for the State of 
Illinois, was made in convention by dele- 
gates from the several iiortlons of the State, 
and assembled in convention for that pur- 
pose under and by authority of said »late, 
which constitution wus submitted to the 
people of said Bute on tile .d day ot July, 
A. f>. 1870, and by a majoiltj ot tlio \otes 
cast, was then adopted 
Aud whereas, Sec 1.2 ol Article rr of said 
constitution reads its follows, to-wlf 


;• ii No county, city township, school 
district or other municipal corporation 
shall be allowed tb become Indebted in any 
manner, or for any pu rpose, to an amount 
Including existing indebtedness ill tho ag- 
gregate exceeding live per centum on tho 
value of the taxable property therein, f o bt> 
ascertained by tie last assessment, for state 
and oounty taxes, previous to the incurring 
of such indebtedness. Any county, city, 
school district or other municipal corpora- 
tion incurring any indebtedness as Tfore- 
sald. shall, before or at tbe time of doing 
so, provide for the collection, of a direct an- 
nual tax sufficient to pay the interest on 
such debt as It falls due, and also, to pay 
and discharge the principal thereof wltnin 
twenty years from the time of contracting 
the same. This section shall not be cou 
strued to prevent any county, city, town 
ship, school district or other municipal cor- 
poration from Issuing their bonds fn com- 
pliance witfl any vote of the people which 
may have been had prior to the adoption of 
this constitution in pursuance of any law 
providing therelor. 
And whereas, the assessment of r 
and personal property within the said city 
of Decatur, on the books of the county clerk 
of Macon county, Illinois, tor the year 18/5, 
as Is herewith certified and sworn to by the 
surveyor of tho county and tha assessor 
for the town of Deeatur, Macon county, 
Illinois is three million, seventy-one thou- 
sand, five hnudied and fifty-one dollars 
($8,071,551),which, under the provisions ol 
said section 12 of said Attlelo it of the 
constitution, ol tho mid state of Illinois 
.authorises a city debt not exceeding In the 
1 aggregate one hundred and fifty-three thou- 
sand. 11 vo hundred and seventy rieveu dol- 
lars and fltty-nve cents, 
And whereas the city of Docatur did, by 
ordinance, passed aud appioved May JLU, 
1SM», issue twenty bonds of one thousand 
dollars each, hearing Interest at the late ot 
ten per cent per annum, paid Interest pay- 
able boml-aunualiy ou tho tirst day ol 
August and lebruary of each yenr, said 
bonds maturing in ten yours thereafter, to- 
wit' in the year IbTJ, and bv ilkeoidinance 
of the said ci»y, passed and approved May 
i8th, 1871, and an ordinance ameudatoiy 
thereof, passed and approved May 17th, 1871, 
'said city did. issue thirty-live bonds of one 
thousand dollars each, payable twenty 
years after the date thereof with interest at 
•tho rate of ten per cent per annum, payable 
seml-armnaUy on the first day of May and 
the first day of November in each year; 
Aud whereas, there is outstanding as a 
floating debt of the said city of Decatnr 
twelve thousand two bundled and forty- 
nine dollars and seventeen cents in time 
warrants, bearing Interest at the rate of 
ten percent per annum, which, said above 
mentioned bonds and time warrants con- 
stitute the whole of the existing indebted- 
hess of said county, which sum, deducted 
from tbe aforesaid amount of $153,527 55, 
would allow under the authority of tbe 
hereinbefore recited constitutional provls 
Ion, the creation of an additional indebt- 
edness to the amount of $86,376 J3, for which 
data see subjoined certificate of county sur-

Bank," lu tueolty of New York: which bonds 
shall be denominated "Public Improvement 
and Funding Bonds," and shall beniimboled 
from 56 to 88 inclusive, arid tbe same shall 
be signed by the mayor aud countersigned 
by the city register, with the seal of said 
city thereon .impressed.

:MnssKS. EDITORS:— A steamboat ride 


up the Mississippi, from Dubuque to 
St. Paul, is not devoid of interest— in 
fact there are some things connected 
with it highly interesting and enjoyable; 
and there is some scenery that is very 
line, which I will proceed to describe as 
well as I can to those of your readers 
who are enduring the August heat and 
dust at home, 


As you leave Duhuque high precip- 


itous bluffs rise on either side of the 
river,' sometimes to a height of 500 feet.' 
They are as perpendicular in places, and 
resemble the palisades on the Hudson, 
It is no uncommon thing to.'see columns, 
formed by regular strata of rock, stand- 
ing entirely unconnected with the sur- 
rounding masses, seeming ready on the 
slightest disturbance to topple over.— 
Sometimes these immense columns rise 
50 or 75 feet above all surrounding ob- 
jects, like huge monuments, reared by 
by some unknown people for some un- 
kn«wn purpose; at least you can scarcely 
help associating them with such an 
origin. To the imaginative mind, their 
picturesqueness nnd grandeur and sub- 
limity suggest at once the "stately 
dome" of Kubla Euhn. No one can sit 
on the deck of a steamer and sec these 
immense masses of stone of all conceiv- 
able shapes and lengths pass before him 
like one immcne panorama— some of 
them covered with verdure and ever- 
greens, and some of them baldheaded 
and sterile— and not be impressed with 
the beauties and majesty of Nature's 
handiwork. I have never, to my recol- 
lection, read a single line descriptive of 
the scenery of. the Upper Mississippi, 
but there is much of it, to my mind, 
rivals that of tlie Hudson or St. Law- 
rence. Innumerable Islands are to be 
seen, but they are generally low and 
sandy, and unfit for habitation, except 
for geese, ducks, cranes, and other water 
fowls. Except in the immediate vicinity 
of the cities and towns I saw but few 
residences along tho shores of the river. 
The river is full of sand-bars, which 
at this season of the year makes naviga- 
tion slow and hazardous— they are con- 
tinually changing — which makes pilot- 
ing a source of careful observation and 
study. 
A pilot unaccustomed to the 


river, even if he has carefully studied 
Mark Twain's sketches in the Galaxy, is 
apt to soon run aground. 
Frequent 


soundings are necessary 
at dnfforent 


points on the river, and often the boat 
Is compelled to back out and try a/new 
course and feel its way tor, considerable 
distances. On these sand-bars long-leg- 
ged cranes, that seem as though they 
might wade lake Michigan, stand around 
in groups near tho shore watching for 
napping fish; and I may remark here 
that the reaching ability of a northern 
crane is immense, so that if a fish comes 
within gunshot it is gobbled up and 
swallowed instantaneously, "without the 
benefit of, clergy." 


And then there are the mosquitoes. -I 


doubt my ability to do these Upper Mis- 
sissippi mosquitoes justice; all of their 
ways are past finding out. Some of them 
ara blondes, and thcse^re fearfully and 
wonderfully "made. The people say that 
this particular kind are blondes for want 
of sufficient sustenance. My experience 
however iu, judging from the energy 
and vigor iliey manifest, that they are 
all able-bodied, and not emaciated and 
pale for want of anything to eat. There 
is about as much life in their biting aa 
in a mule's kicking, and equally as 
much facility. The fact is, they seem 
to have been made for biting, and have 
all the necessary machinery therefor 
ai:d in perfect working order. They are 
not musicial mosquitoes. No, not they. 
They are too intent on business for that. 
They are too anxious to gain a liveli- 
hood to develop their musical propensi- 
ties, if they ever hft'd any. 
1 believe 


there wero more mosquitoes to the 
square inch on the old rickety boat we 
rode on from Prescott to, St. Paul, than 
any other portion of this green earth; 
and then they took on fresh supplies all 
along, and they all seemed to be through 
passengers. I saw and felt mosquitoes 
on that boat that I verily believe Noah 
had with him on his voyage. They arc 
nautical chaps, and are loth to give up 
seafaring. 
Old inhabitants on the river 


never saw a dead mosquito that dieu a 
natural death. 
Our steward said some 


of them were so old that .they had to 
live on soup. I don't believe it; b.ut I 
have no doubt of their ability, to I'W on
